An Aunstrlan-Rassian Alllance Foreshandowed.

The Viemna correspondent of the London Tele-
graph, evidently shuring the French proclivities of
that journal, thus ajludes, under date of Sept. S, to
certain Indications of a fature alllance between Aus-
tria and Rossla for mutual defense :—

The marvelous tide of vietory which, to our pre-
Fent seeming, 18 carrylng the Prussian standards
across the plains of Champagne to the walls of Parls
was not by any means anticipated in all it8 snccess-
ful entirety by Russia, when Prince Gortachakoll
went ball 1o Count Biemarck for the protection and

safety of the Prussian rear, Clreumatan-
Ces notorjously alter CASeSs and the
upexpected Prussian  anoexation of  Alsace
aud Lorralpe, together with the (nangura-

tion of a French republic, have made the Kussian
Minister o! doreign Amairs shift his wind a little,
Europe, according to the gerions conviction of St,
Petersburg, is aoout to witness a terrific struggle
between the Red and Blue Spectres. Neither of
these apparitions I8 at all agreeable or welcome to
the Government of the Czar, and of the two the
flrst I8, perhaps, the one to be most dreaded. An-
nexation fever I8 a mighty dangerous disease In
emperors and Iung:. chancelors, and such like,
and can only be exorclsed by sanguinary
and costly remedies, Whether the fear be
reasonable or mnot, people here and (n Rus-
sin  begin to entertain ]‘rava apprehensions
about the future policy of Prussia. They are of
the opinion that Count arck will, if he 18 allowed
successfully to absorb Alsace and Lorraine, proceed
to give further high-banded illustrations tothe pa-
triotic gqueries as to what is the German Fatherland,
1 don'tat all share these apprehensions; for Count

" Bismarck belng victor, 1 am convinced that a more

pouble, diginterested, philanthropio, peaceavle, and
scrupulous statesman never before disturbed the
ce of Burope. For all this Austria does uneasily
ook forward to a fresh onslanght, and Russia thinks
It just possible *hat the old question of the German
provinces of the Baltic now in her possession may
crop up again before she has had the time w
thoroughiy Russianize them, In the present
aspect of afairs, therefore, It has secmed
good to Prince Gortshakoll to draw nearer to Auas-
tria in loving friendship. The Cear and his Chancel-
lor had many things Lo expluin and saggest which
could pot bé putl upon paper, and, very properly
avolding the ever-to-be-horribly-rememberad dasco
of Count Benedetti, they decided to request Count
Chotek, the Austrian Ambassador at St, Petersburg
1o start on the wings of the morning to Vienna, anni
report o bis Government the exceedingiy amiable
intentions and wishes of the St. Petersburg rulers
towards those of this city. Count Ohotek’s travels
at the present junoture are easily explaioed accord-
ing to this Government. There are at this moment
